A forious fire breke outat the mine last
evening, making & grand, yet horrible spee-
tacle.

Duspag, June 28 —The most critical
period since the work of rescue was com-
menced was resched to-night. It soon be-
came evident to all the men that while the
fenrful fire coutinned in the Hill Farm the
elope was liable to eave in every minute
and turn the smoke back into the mine, so
it would be impossible to enter. The miners
became very impatiént to cut through atonee
and end the agony. A cossultation of the in-
speciors, Socretary Watchorn, Master
Workman Kerfoot ‘and Peter Wise was
held in the blacksmith shop, and by the
dim light of a lantern they deliberated.

The Men Whe Go Iute the Mine,

Becretary Watchory was made Chairman,
and Inspector Loutitt, Beeretary. The first
proposition was to close all air passages
leading to the burning mine, but this wonid
take a week, apd it was voted down.
Then Secretary Watchors, Inspectors
Keighley and Loutitt and General Man-
ager Hill offered to go ioto the face
and chop through the coal. The
offer was finally wscoepied, and the
inspectors agreed fto anet as  guards,
arranging themselves aloug the entry for
the bottom of the manway. Nobody else
was allowed to enter the mine, snd these
four men, having taken their lives in their
bands, will find ont what is ahead of them—
¢ither further obstruction or the room for
which they have aimed.

It is Life or Denth.

The work is fraught wilth the grestest
danger, and as Secretary Watchorn was
pulling on his gom boots, he remarked
with heraic determination: “It s wictory
or denth.” As he shook hands with the
reporters beore be went down, he said:
“If I don’t come ont alive, remamber me
“to the boys,” asad then turning away he
auickly disappeared with the others down
the main way. The risk that all the men
are runoing is folly appreciated by their
comrades on the outside. The universal
praver is that they may cut through sad
come out alive,. About 12 leet remains to
be removed, and if nothing occurs it will
be scoomplisbed in a few hours.

Becoming Flercor Every Momeont.
Everybody 1ealizes that the dead bodies
must soon be recovered or it will be impos-
sible to get them. The general imipression
at 2 o'clock this morping is that the fire has
burned its way up from the bottom of the
slope, when it burst Torth into the air. It
was tbought by some that an opening had
been cut from the Ferguson side and the air
had stirred up the fire, but this js denied.
The Hames shooting out from the mouth
of the pit are becoming fiereer and higher
every hour. Whaut the outoome will be re-
maivs to be seen, but the above is the situs-
tion at present. When the men will be
taken out is #til] an open question.

HORROR ADDED TO HORROR.

THE HILL FARM MINE FIRE BREAKS OUT
AGAIN,

The Heat Intense—No Hope of the Miners
Being Alive—Entrance to the Mine
Secured nr Luast—Testing the Alr—The
Cause aof the Fire.

[FROM A STAFY CORRESPONDENT., |

Dussan, June 27.—About dusk this
evening great volumes of black smoke be-
gon 1o pour out of the Hill Farm mine.
Higher and higher rose the boiling clouds,
tumbling over each other in their rapid up-
ward flight, and forming 8 massive pinnacle,
that stood out in bold relief against the
darkened sky. Away up st the top, wafted
by the winds, the blackened wapor and
guses rolled to theleld into a graceful course,
making a mighty bow, that, unlike the bow
of promise, filled men with terror and fear-
ful foreboding. The miners nbout the Ma-
honing pit wouth looked st each other and
wondered what was coming next.

A Wall of Fire.

Suddenly, without warning, s flash of
light reddened the black mass and in ap-
other instant & reshiog bell of flame shot
forth from the burning pit. At last the
ow'ul fire had reached the surfuoe, and for
miles around the distant bills were quickly
brought to view. Great crowds soon flocked
1o the bright seene, and broke down the wire
fence that encircled the mive and bhelped
the police to keep back the people. Think
o mu enormons cunyon 2,000 feet long filled

with i flames and concentrated
fire, and you willy get some jdes
of 'what this conflagration is  |jke.

throat of the monster. The fanks near by
were opened and & heavy stream of water
ran down, but it was licked up st the
entrance ss easily as the sun dissipates a
light fog in the early morning. Coaland
timper in sbondance were feeding the
flames, and the thought of 32 helpless men
imprisoned behind such a fiery fumace
made the flesh creep. The heat is simply
terrific. Alns, for those who have been
hoping in vain for the recovery of loved
ones alive, -
Terrible Beyond Description.

The sight of this crackling, warning fire
made hearts sink. Old miners stood by
dumb with fear and awed by the terrible
force of the flames, *'I haye seen many
mine fires,"" remarked Becretary Walchora,
“but I never saw such a terrible con flagra-
tion. Before it burst out I could see it leap-
ing and bounding along the slope, eating up
everything in itstrack. It it was danger-
ous to pierce through from the Mahoning
mine, this fire makes it 10,000 times more
hazardous. The suction power of this
fire canpot be estimated. 1 think
this ought to convinece everybody that
it is simply impossible to cross over
to the men from th e Ferguson side, and how
thankful the men oughs to be thai they
didn’t eut through as some of them wanted
to; true this fire could have been put out
early aiter the disaster by closine the mine,
but the owners have given the imprisoned
men the benefit of the doubt. There is no
dodbt in my mind that the mine 1s filled
with smoke, but I think it can be easily
blown out.” At 11 o'clock this evening
Secretary Watchorn rushed into the tele-
graph office and informed ihe reporters that
o hole had been pierced through from the
Mahoning side, and all the men had been
ordered out of the mine.

The Mine Renched at Last.

Miner Barohill, of Leisenring, is the man
who has the proud honor of holding the
drill at the supreme moment. The lampsof
the men commence to flicker at once from
the draft created, and it was difficult to keep
them lit. The inspector in 8 moment realized
what had happed, and sent the rescuing
party to the suriace. They claim to bein
the reom for which they have been stcer-
ing, but the public has been disappointed
8o often in the last 11 days that these state-
ments shonld be taker as opinions, and for
what they are worth, Nobody is in the mine
now exeept the inspectors, who are holding
s consultation, The hole has been plugged,
and the next step is to examine the air and
to determine whether it is best or not to pro-
ceed in the face of the fierce fire raging in
the Hill Farm slope. At this w iting it is
belicved by many that the fire was fanned
into fierceness by the dralt that worked its
way throngh the slight barrier that remains,
ond this is taken ss & strong evidence that
the rescuing party is almost inte the Hill
Farm mine. The work has become exceed-
ingly dangerous, and potbing basty will be
done, or that will entail the loss of more
lives. The progress all day was painfully
slow.

Just why the fire should be stirred up so
savagely at this time is a mystery. To-
spector Keighley thought the timber had
been burniog out on the slope and & heavy
fall of slate and rock had forced oumt the
flame and smoke. The inspectors in the

RUSSELL REMAINS,

STRIKERS ON THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL
AAILROAD WEAKEN

And Accept the Termw of 1he Compnny—
Suburban Trafic Resnmed—Men Were

CHICAGO, June 27.—The strike on the
[llinois Central was deelared off this after-
noon by a vote of 306 to 105, the strikers nc-
cepting the coneessions of the ecompany.
The result caused general rejoicing mot
only among the men themselves, most ' of
whom had begun to realize that their action
had at Jesst been precipitated and that
the case was inadequate, copsidering the
magoitude of the interests involved, but
als0 at the general offices ol the company.
The management felt a very heavy barden
of anxiety lifted from its shoml when
the announcement was brought up from
Eighteenth street that the men were ready
to go to work, The thousands of ple
who live in the suburbs and depend upon
the Illinois Central for transporiation to
and from their homes have equal cause for
felicitation on the outeome. Preparations
for the resumptivn of business were at once
begun and the fires in the engines in the
switoh yards, which have been banked for
three days were stirred into life and fresh
coal put on, preparatory to getting up steam.

General Boperintendent Sullivan was
seen after the settlement and at the close of
the final conference. He said that the strike
was settled not upon the batis of any econ-
cessions on the partof the railrosd com-
pany, but by the complete and entire sur-
render of the men. Hesaid Superintendent
Russell’s powers hind not been in any way
curtailed, but that he would continue to
give orders un he had always given them.
He said it had always been the usage of the
road for a division superintendent to give
orders only to his immediats inferiors.

A dispateh from Cairo says that the

MANY FATAL SUNSTROKES.

Forty Cases of Promration by Hent Re«
ported by the Chicago Pelice,
ISPECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISFATCH. |

Curcaco, Juse 27.—Chicagoans who
bave been swaitering under a broiling sun
for justone week, never watched a elond
with so muech interest as they did the one
that crept put of the northern horizon this
aflternoon. The hest during the day had
been appalling, men and horses falling dead
in the streets from its effects. Over in the
west division the thermometer marked 96 at
10 o’clock. Ambulances and!patrol wagons
were kept on the jump from morning until
night I:urina'dn victims to hospitals. Down
town where the heat of sun and pavement
wans confined to a narrow ares, the sufferin
was intense. About 2 o’clock a gray clou
sprang out of the northern horigon and mov-
ing lazily toward the city to the accompani-
ment of thunder and lightning, emptied
nearly an inch of water upon the burning
buildings,

The cloud went away and within half an
hour the heat became more appalling than
at any time during the day, When the sun
went down the thermoneter registered
with @ feverish breeze blowing from the
south. Up to 8 o'clock to-night 40 sun
strokes were reported by the police, many
of them proving fatal. In seven instances
since the heated term began men have suns
erazy from their affliction. Reports from
the interior ahow that the people are
drorﬁiug dead in the streets from the heat,
which in many towns has resched 100, Un-
less a coid wave comes soon the hospitals in
this city will be unable to take eare of their
vietims, Ower 100 sufferers from sunstroke
are st the county hospital alone. There is
no prospect to-night of a4 change in the
weather.

BILL XOW IN THE LOWER HOUSE.

All Articles Imported and Then Offered for
Bale Placed

UNDER REGULATIONS OF THE STATES,

The Benates Bas Presed the Measure fur the Statehond
of Wyming,

The House original package bill provides
that any article imported shall be under
State control if offered for sale. Imports
tor individual use will be legal, but must
not be transferred. The measure providing
for the admission of Wyoming as a State
has now passed both branches of Congress.

Wasrisarow, June 27.—Represents-
tive Reed, of Iowa, has prepared, on behalf
of the Judiciary Committee of the House,
a report on the bill agreed upon by the
committee as & substitute for the Senate
original package bill. It first points ouj
the differences between the two bills—the
Benate bill being applicable to a single
subject of commeree, intoxicating liquors,
und the House bill being applicable to all
articles of commerce.

RIGHTS OF THE STATES,

The report says that, in the opinton of
the committee, all property which has been
imported into the State and kept for sale
there ought to be subject for all purposes to

sons who engagein traffic within a State
ought to be subject to such rules =»
it may enact lor the regulation of
that traffie. The States are the pro

judges of the needs of their own eiti-
zens, and they ought to be free to
enact and enforce snch laws as they may
deem best adapted to their situation and
best ealculated to enhance the property and
happiness of sheir people, and when the
non-resident imports his wares into the Btate
and then engages in traffic therein, it is but
Jjust that he sbould be subject to the same
restrictions that govern the citizens of the
State who would engage in a like traffie.

And this would be the effect of the bill if
amended as recommended by thecommittee,
It wonld in no manner interiere with the
right of the citizen ot a Btate to purchase
abroad any article of commerce, which he
might duL for his own use, and have the
same tran snd delivered to him at
his place of residence,

WHAT WILL BE PERMITTED,

The States would bave mo power fo pre-
vent the importation of any article of com-
merce nor to obstruct the transportation of
commerce thro their Territories, except
in the necessary enforeementof their health
lsw;. Tts only effect m;nlel moi:nbjm
suel ¥ a5 may be impol 1o
SuuWMrs or offered (or sale 1o
the laws of the State. The power of Oon-
gress to ennct s law of this character can
hardly be doubred.

In the judgment of vour committee, the
